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| THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS. . 


To-day, October 20, is being held in Brussels one of the mass 
important meetings of the Council of the Loagua of Nations, one of 
the main items in 2 comprehensive agenda being the constitutian of 
a permanent MandatesUommission, There are few thormier inter- 

_pational questions than the one concerning mandaes and if the 
Council of the League can appoint a- Commission on which will be 
represented all the States holdiog mandates and a number of other 
States so as to place the mandstory Powers ina minority, a great 
step forward in the attsinment of international peace willbave been 
taken. In November a meeting of tha general Assembly of the 
League is being hald and this will be one of the most potential in- 


ternational meetings ever held. Those wko are food of thinking € 


that the League of Nations has achieved little if anything have 
been guilty of ignoring facts, and those who think that the League 
is doomed Ip be a failure bave failed. to interpret the spirit of the 
day. . 
aa few of the things tba: the League has done might, for the 
benefit of those whose memories ate short, baenumerated. It has 
appointed a Lommission which is now Axing the boundaries of the 
Saar Basin sod bas appointed a Governing Commission who are 
now roling this region under the supervision of the League; it has 
appointed 3 High Commissioner for the free city of Danzig: i: has 
appointed » Committee of international! jurists ta draft a plan 
for an International Court of Justice; it bas convened an 
Internationa! Heelsh Conference as a result of which there 
are co-ordinated measates being taken to igh: the dreaded typhus; 
it bas appointed . Transit Commission whose task is tameintaio 
freedom uf communication by rail and river inall couutries > it has 
summoned a conference of world-famous Goanciers acd econormisis 
to take op the present serious internations! financial situation: it 
has sppointed Dr. Nansen to look after the repatriation of war 
prisoners in Russiz and Siberia; it bss asked itsmember nations to 
appoint naval, military ond air represestatives to advise the Council 
on & general reductionof arrmaments and to control the private maa- 
ufactore and export of munitions and arms: and it has done many 
other minor things that would be wearying todetail, [tis # young 
Lesgue but it has alresuy done something of which it can be proud 
—something at least that should attract the other nations of the 
world to join it. And the Leages is growing in influence and size 
every day. Of course, the great disappointmentis that the United 
States of America is still among the nations who havechosen to 
Temain outside the League, bot we notice that a Mr. Milton 
Bronner, whois an American newspaper man now in Europe. bas 
been writing home some rather strong appeals for the States to join. 
In the course of one of his articles he says thet three-fourths of the 
world is now in the League of Nations. One billion, two bundred 
million of the world’s population today have subscribed to the 
doctring that 2 League of Nations is necessary to make future 
wars impossible. Bess than half a billion people are outside the 
League of Nations: Forty-one countries now are members of the 
' League of Nations. Eleven other countries have asked for member- 
ship and probably wil] be admitted. There are 14 nations outside. 
Tho chief ofthese outside nations is the United States. Russis, 


. too, is outside. The Bolsheviks will not join bocauss the League of 
Nations refuses to permit the Redsto overturn other governments. 


Germany, Austria, Hungary, Turkey, Bulgaria, are on thé outside. 
They were the enemy cations in the war. They must clean 
their ‘hands of their war atrocities and pay their rightful 
war debta before they may join the League of Nations.

URN TENNIS CONTROL 

“To spartamen in other parts of 
the Far East’ it will probably 
appear rather anomalous that tha! 
newly-appointed Hongkoos Lawn 
Tennis Stacciation, whilst aiming 
at the general control of tannis 
in thia Colony, should leave the 
entire wansgament of tha prin. 
cipal open championship events 
to ono particular Cloud, But there 
are good faitly reasons why that 
should bea so, for the time being at 
any rate. : First of all, the Hong- 
kong Cricket Club bas for several 
years controlled thesa champion- 
ships ; then it possesses what is 
admitted |y the most conveniently- 
located ground in. the Colony, 
whilst at the same time it has 
invariably been abla to secure 
the prizes for these important 
contests. The Association at 
the present time, is without ex- 
perience as a body, whilst it 
might prove an undus financial 
strain on sacha new body were it 
to undertake the expenses of run- 
ning all championships, the prizes 
included. The feeling at Monday's 
meeting was all in favour of tha 
Hongkong Cricker Clud.continu- 
ing to undertake the detailed 
managemant of these events. be- 
causa everyone present realised 
that the arrangements could not 
be bettar carried ont by any other 
bods. And that was no doxbt 
why the draft roles wore amend- 
ed sa as to allow.the Chub to 
carry on asof old, at any rata 
until such time as it is deemed 
advisable tachange the arrange- 
ment, which can be easily done 
by al:eration of the rules. 


THE FUTURE. 

At the same time, it was rather 
surprising tha: the Hongkong 
Cricket Clab did not send to the 
inaugural meeting ap official 
representative with definite 
opinions an the subject from the 
Committee of the Club As it 
was, Mr. Nisbet himself cham- 
pioned the Clubs interests ia the 
matter and was able tosecure the 
retention of the present arrange- 
ments so far as these two cham- 
pionships go. But, as he said. 
the Association might very well 
gat about arranging other cham- 
pionship events, and in this 
cannection we think it might 
consider instituting « Mixed 
Doubles Championship, seeing 
that the Colony bas never yer 
had such a competition. Whilst 
the details could be leit tothe 
Association, po doubt she H.R. 
".C.. 33 an aGliated Clab, would 
pl its grounds az the disposal 
of competiters in such a contest. 
Then toothe L.R.C. might very 
well afSliste and leare the 
Ladies’ Singles Championsbip to 
the Assoziation. Eventually, of 
course. it will be far better for 
all championships, without ex- 
ception, tobe controlled by the 
Association, and there oaght to 
be no difficulty, with the cordial 
relationship exis:ing between the 
H.K.C.C_ and the Association, tn 
arriving at that understanding. 
It is something to the good, at 
any rate. that the Association bas 
the whole of the interport tennis 
arrangements in hand, including 
the selection of the tesm. That 
fact alece fully jastifies the crea- 
tien of t . 


GERMANS » : 

As we briefly mentioned sester- 
day, Germans are every now and 
again seen in this Colony, and 
that fact has c2used us to ponder 
over the possibility of the law 
being rather laxly enforced. Tha 
otherday we made someenquiries 
on the sabject from an official 
source and were informed that the 
exclusion Iw, such as it is, is 
still operative, but that the entry 
into the Colony of Germans who 
are mosrely passing through conld 
not be avoided. That wecan under- 
stand. But according to what we 
are told .there are twoor three 
Germans (whose names have been 
supplied us) who are contioually 
visiting Hongkong. They are not 
more transit passengers in any 
sense of theterm. If that is so, 
what fare the authorities going to 
do about it? Ths law provides that 
for 2 certain number of years no 
Germans may come into the 
Colony without written per- 
mission. Do these patticular trio 
get permits? If sc. why? Are 
tbere any special reasons why 
they should be favoured above 
others? Oris it a case of merely 
allowing the whole law to become 
a dead letter? And what have
